A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 11, 12, 15, 16, 22, 23, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by PCT Publication WO 99/20455. 
The applied reference discloses the instant molding system, method of molding and 
product made therefrom, the system comprising first (3) male and second (2) female 
mold parts made out of a UV transmissive amorphous polymer, the first mold part 
having a masking collar (8) which surrounds at least part of the transmissive portion. 
The prepolymer is dosed in the mold cavity in the manner set forth in method claims 23 
and 25. The molding of instant claims 1 1 , 22 and 26 is taught by the applied reference. 

2.The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 4, 7-10, 13, 14, 17-21 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 

being unpatentable over PCT Publication WO 99/20455. 

PCT -455 discloses the basic claimed molding system and method as set forth in 

paragraph 1, supra, the applied reference essentially lacking the aspects of the molds 

being made of a cyclic olefin polymer, that the collar comprises a polymeric material 

impregnated with carbon black, the exact ring thickness for the collar and that one of the 
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molds contains a UV absorber. It is submitted that all these aspects are conventional in 
the art and would have been obvious modifications or additions to the system and 
method of the applied reference dependent on choice of materials desired for the 
molds. For instance, cyclic olefin polymers are conventionally used as mold materials 
for optical uses due to their inertness and strength properties and the use of a UV 
absorber is conventional in optical molds to limit the amount of UV radiation reflected 
back to the curing product. It is well known to employ UV blockers made from a carbon 
black impregnated polymer and such would have been an obvious material choice over 
the metal/metal oxide collar of PCT-455 dependent on the exact material desired for the 
collar. Clearly, the thickness of the collar would have been obvious dependent on the 
material used therefor and blocking ability.
